A STOLEN SECRET. 


Dow Minister Jewell learned t 


Russia leather. 


Jewell, like all men brought tip to 


learn a trade, and who afterward gained 
prominenco iii affairs, made now and 
them nncouscions revelations of,his early 
training. During one of the campaigns 
in which he was engaged he fonrid him- 
self at a country hotel where the table 
was bounteous, but the rooms few and 
small. It was necessary in order that the 
whole party might be housed for each 
bed to be occupied by two persons. The 
governor's roopunate was a young poli- 
tician, who could riot hide his surprise 
when the governor just before rearing 
rolled tho sleeves of his night shirt even 
as-far iip as his shoulders, an£ then 
bathed his arms in cold water. 
, 


"You wonder why I do this,'' said 


tho governor. "Well, I couldn't deep 
unless I did. When I was, a youngster, 
learning the...tauneiTs' trade,.I used .to; 
Eave my arm's in the vats all day long, 
and at night my skin would smart as 
though I had been stung by nettles. I 
could not bear to havo any cloth touch 
thorn. So I got tho habit of rolling my 
shirt sleeves as far as I could, and thus 
I have slept ever since. " 


'When Jewell was minister to Enssia, 


he played a Yankee trick upon the Rus- 
sians, the benefits of which we are reap- 
ing even to this day in this country. 
Like every other American tanner, he 
had long wanted to know the secret of 
the process of manufacturing Russian 
leather. He had experimented with a 
few dollars himself, only to learn that 
the secret was not to be discovered. • 


When at the court of St. Petersburg, 


he professed great interest in Russian 
industries and was shown through many 
of the manufacturies there. By and by 
there came an opportunity to go through 
a f actory where Russifi leather was man- 
ufactured. Jewell was all smiles and 
courtesies and seemed profoundly inter- 
ested in those things which really did 
not interest him and wholly blind to the 
very things he went to that place to 
see. But he was not so blind as they 
thought. When ho came out of that fac- 
tory, ho had discovered, as he believed, 
the process, and he brought the discov- 
ery back to this country with him, so 
that by and by the United States jegan 
to turn Out a very good article of leather 
resembling tho Russian product.—Phil- 
adelpliia Press.

A HISTORICAL MYTH. 


The Story of Genural Jackson's Cotton Bale 


Breastworks a Pleasing Fiction. 


There are few of Iho schoolboys of 


soyoral generations preceding the pres- 
ent -who do not remember being taught 
that General Jackson won tho battle of 
Now Orleans by throwing up a breast- 
work of cotton bales and meeting the 
British assault behind them. 


A dramatic account of this was in all 


tho school histories and several others, 
and tho novelty of the affair appealed 
vividly to the irnagination. The cold 
facts of later history prove this all to 
have buen fiction, Homy Adams, in his 
history of Madison's administration, de- 
scribes the battlo of New Orleans and 
mentions no .such feature. McMaster, 
in liis latest volume, refers to tlie story 
in n note only to say that there were two 
or tlireo cotton bales xised in ono place, 
and thoy were either sot on fire or 
knocked out :it oiica. 


Jackson's lino of breastworks was of 


earth irregularly thrown up and of vary- 
ing height along its length, The trained 
sharpshooters! of tho west did great work 
as marksmen behind- it and so galled 
the heavily laden British troops that they 
had no alternative but to be shot or re- 
treat before the American line. 


Tho schoolbook story used to be that 


tho Americans lost six killed and seven 
wounded. McMaster places the figures 
of killed and wounded at 70. The Brit- 
ish, it seems, wore not all repulsed ac- 
cording to tho popular story. The right 
line of the American troops was driven 
In, and the British loft advanced a mile 
in tho rear of Jackson on the way to 
New Orleans. 


He was really flanked by this success, 


but tho terrific slaughter he inflicted up- 
on tho British in tho center, involving 
the death of the first and second generals 
in command; completely dispirited them 
and induced tho return of that wing of 
their army that was on the way to the 
city.—Boston Herald. 


Lincoln and the Highwayman.

There seems to bo a general misap- 


prehension of the meaning of the term 
"free coinage." Many persons believe 
that gold and silver were coined free of 
charge at the United States mints prior 
to 1873, when an act was passed prohib- 
iting the coinage of silver on private 
account and limiting the legal tender 
power of silver coins to five dollars, 
finch however was not the fact. The 
uliut charges on gold bullion, or on 
coiu-i below tho standard weight, and 
not required to be parted, were one 
dollar per 1,000 ounces. For parting 
bullion containing gold and silver the 
charges ranged from two to six ceiita 
per ounce, according to tho quantity of 


lid which it contained, and if there 


; base metal in the bullion an addi- 


tional chiirae of ono cent per ounce was , 
inado. For refining silver bullion less 
than 897 lino tho chargo was two cunts 
per ounce. There was also a charge 
for toughening, and a charge for alloy, 
making the total charge for coining 
1,000 ounces of silver $8 68.

Free coinage of gold and silver at tbe 


ratio of 16 to 1, doca not mean that the 
Government shall coin those metuls 
free of charge for anybody who takes a 
bar of the value of $100 of either jueta 
to the mint. Silver men do not ask 
for that. What they want and what 
they mean by the froo coinage of silver 
on an equality with gold, is that the 
mints shall coin both metals on private 
account, as was the custom from the 
establishment of the mint in 1702 up 
to 1873, subject to charges for parting, 
alloy etc. 


At present tho mints coin gold on 


private account subject to certain 
charges, but they coin silver only on 
Government account, and tbe Govern- 
ment chooses to have only a very lim- 
ited quantity of tho metal coined, as it 
prefers to issue interest-bearing bonds 
to the gold syndicate, to coining legal 
tender standard dollars with which to 
pay its debts. 


Silver men do not want the Govern- 


ment to buy an ounce of silver, though 
tho gold press and speakers allege that 
they do. All they ask is that tho 
mints shall be used, as the founders of 
the Government intended they should 
be, and as they were until the infamous 
Act of 1873 was placed on tho statutes, 
for tho coinage of gold and silver for 
the public, charging reasonable rates 
for the service. If every mint iu the 
United States was run to its full capac- 
ity the total coinage of silver would 
not much exceed one dollar per capita 
for tho population of the United States; 
and the requirements of commerce de- 
mand that at least that much money 
be added annually to the circulating 
medium of the country. As it is now, 
especially in the agricultural States, 
the products of which maintain the 
balance of trade with foreign countries 
n our favor.there is not money enough 
iin circulation and enterprise is para- 
lyzed.

CATASTROPHE. 


A Four Story Building Blown up and 


Several Lives Lost. . 


FALL RIVBB, Mass., June 14.—The 


worst catastrophe that has visited the 
city since the Garnite mill flre occurred 
;his morning. In the Langley harness 
shop, a four-story building on Oonky 
street, the new boiler exploded in the 
Msement, blowing oat the entire end 
of the structure and allowing the upper 
floors to settle into amass of ruin's. 
There were about 46 persons—moat of 
them women—at work in the shops, of 
whom only Henry J. Langley, propri- 
etor; George E. Davol, foreman, aad 
seven'other employes had been rescued 
alive np to 9:30. The flames communi- 
cated with the ruins soon after tfie ex- 
plosion. 
The firemen made heroic 


efforts to resciuo the imprisoned work 
people. Shrieks from the girls in the 
ruins wore mingled with agonizing 
cries of friends. Every physician who 
could be reached was sent at ouco to 
the Kceue. The offices and douses in 
the vicinity were turned into temporary 
hospitals. 


At 9 o'clock the badly charred and 


scarcely recognizable body of a woman 
was taken from the ruins. The flre had j 
been quenched but it was still smould- 
ering, and the work of rescue wont on 
with great difficulty. 


Machinist Trip was among those who 


escaped. A eirl named Jalbert and a 
sister-in-law who worked side by side 
on the third floor escaped. One was 
unhurt and the other received slight 
bruises. Miss Jalbert says there was a 
terrible report followed by a shook, 
the roof seemed to lift and then fall, 
completely demolishing tho building.

parties. Life-long Republicans are in 
tho ranks of the free silver advocates 
and will support tho party most favor- 
able to that cause, and staunch Demo- 
crats are decidedly opposed to free sil- 
ver and will leave the party if it puts a 
freo silver plunk in in its platform. 


It is admitted that it one or the other 


of the old parties do not put an une- 
quivocal silver plank in its platform a 
third party will do so. The opinion is 
now expressed that the silver men will 
endeavor to capture the National Dem- 
ocratic convention and nominate a free 
coinage candidate for President. That 
would cause tho gold bug Democrats to 
bolt and go into the Republican ranks. 
What the Republicans would gain by 
this accession (hey would more than | 
lose by desertions from their own j 
ranks, as at least one-third of their 
number are in favor of free coinage. 
The silver producing States would all 
cast their electoral votes for the free 
coinage candidate, us would also every 
Sr<juthem State, with the possible ex- 
ception of Delaware, Maryland and 
West Virginia.

tensive parts of the United States. 


This and the preceding storm will be 


above the average ir force and high 
winds may be expected. 


The warm wave will cross the west of 


Rookies country about the 24th, the 
Great Central valleys the 26th and the 
Eastern States the 27th 
A cool wave 


will cross the west of Rockies country 
about the 27th, the Great Central val- 
leys the 29th and the Eastern States 
July 1st. 


Indications favor sufficient ram in 


most parts of the corn belf to make a 
fay corn crop and the only probable 
draw back is the expected low average 
of the temperature. 


Indications are that the last part of 


June will be warmer than the first part, 
but altogether the temperature will 
average below in the great corn piodno 
log section. 


The same conditions of temperature 


is expected foi July and August, aver- 
aging very cool m the Missouri, Ohio 
and Upper Mi&sissippi valleys with a 
fair amount of ram. 


Tho drouth and hot weather of April 


and May wera correctly foretold and 
an average of cool weather, though ac- 
companied by some very hot days, 
and an avorago ramlall for the three 
principal corn months may be relied 
on with a reasonable degree of cer- 
tainty 


Killing frost? will come early, not 


long after September 16th, in largo 
portions ot the corn producing country 
and farmers should finish their plow- 
ing early in order that their corn may 
mature early. Where replants were 
late tho torn will piobably get frosted 
unless cut early. 


The above in reference to the corn 


;rop applies only to the north part of 
the country drained by the Mississippi 
river and its tributaries.

Steel Tower and Water Tank. 


Dr. Bergstein, Superintendent of the 


Nevada Hospital for Mental Diseases, 
is having a tower and water tank 
erected at the hospital which will sup- 
ply every room with water.

The tower will be 75 feet high, and the 
tank is 14 feet high with a capacity of

The total weight of

granite piers, laid in cement and capa- 
ble of sustaining ten million pounds 
The water is pumped by watei power 
from a well on the bank of the Truckee 
into a tank, ths elevation of which is 
sufficient to force the water into every 
room in the hospital building.

Concerning an Article of Utility—Assist- 
ance Rendered the Industry by the Gov- 
ernment') 1'lsh Commission. 
Ever since tho sponge fisheries of tho 


Bahamas and tho gulf coast of Florida 
showed signs of becoming exhausted ef- 
'orts have been madoto cultivate sponges 
on farms or artificial beds, and more re- 
cently science has tried to imitate the 
;ennine article by converting the soft 
fiber of the cocoannt leaves and shells 
into sponges of commercial valne. 
>pongo fanning is now a successful in- 
Instry,.and hundreds of acres in the gulf 
oE Mexico along the Florida coast aro 
planted with "sponge cuttings" and 
seeds. The work is not dissimilar in 
:uany respects to oyster cnltnra The 
/oung sponges are planted in water 
ilong the coast varying from ono to ftvo 
fathoms in depth. 


A few years ago the fish commis- 


sioners had their attention called to tha 
ipongo fisheries off tho Florida coast, 
jnd after finding that the beds were be- 
ing rapidly depleted of tho best stock, 
on examination of tho fisheries was made 
to ascertain nomo way of preserving 
thorn. The specimens of sponge taken to 
Washington in tho autnmn of the year 
wore found to bo reproductive if the 
proper conditions wero supplied. The 
sponges in tho nntnrnn were found to de- 
velop masses of protoplasm or spores, 
which in the spring of tho year wore lib- 
rratcd. Those spores contained the small 
reproductive particles from which the 
sponges developed. Some of tho sponges 
experimented with did not reproduce 
their kind at all, and it was found that 
in order to cultivate tho sponges it was 
necessary to plant sponges that pro- 
duced certain cells that contained the 
ova or egg and others that represented 
spermatozoa. 


A small sponge farm was established 


ut Washington, and then others along 
tho Florida coa-st as experiments. These 
proved succassf.nl, so that private indi- 
viduals v.-ciit into the business. . There 
are many acres of spongo farms near 
Key AVefit, and others at Ancloto, Fla., 
and ueaa- Tampa. Thot'o farms wore first 
supplied with their seeds from the fish 
commissioners, but now they are ob- 
tained direct from tho sponge fisheries. 
In tho autumn of the year tho various 
kinds of sponges are purchased by the 
sponge eulturist, who generally takes an 
assortment lhat is suro to supply him 
with liotb the male and female cells. 


The beds, or farms, are usually locat- 


ed at -sonio well protected place along 
the coast and fenced in with natural for- 
mations and artificial dams. The sponge 
seeds aro kept in small ^'pounds" 
through tho winter, where the masses of 
protoplasm develop and grow. Early in 
tho spring these spctres ;u-e liberated in 
tho larger body of water, where they 
soon swim wound. Tho eggs continue to 
grow rapidly, and in a short time attach 
themselves to tho rocis or coral forma- 
tion at the bottom of tho water. 


It is very difficult to get the right 


location for an ideal fcponge bed. An 
arm of the soa whore the salt water 
flows in freely that h as a natural hard 
bottom is the best. Bocks, stones and 
other substances can be dropped at the 
bottom for the spongee to fasten them- 
selves to. The lagoon is then dammed 
up, so that when tho seed is pnt in fresh 
it cannot float out to soa again. Some 
simply throw their sponges in such a 
Uigo-'.;3 in tho fall of the year and let tha 
protop.'asni develop there. Under proper 
cultivation the sponges thus raised aro 
F'lperior to those found in the sea. Only 
tho best varieties are propagated. Tho 
".".hcepswool" is the choicest, withatex- 
turo tine, soft :ind strong. These sponges 
sell for from $1.50 to $3 a pound. The 
'yellow" sponge is next in quality, and 
its price is inucJi less than line "shceps- 
wool." Tho "grass" sponge raised is 
very limited, for itd value is too small 
to pay one for the trouble. 


After tho spougo farm is ouoo started 


there is little more to do with it except 
at harvesting time. The sponges grow 
slowly and usually three years elapse be- 
fore any are pulled up. Then only the 
choicest, full grown ones are gathered. 
The others are left to produce new seeds 
and to reach u, larger size. The picking 
of sponges in a farm of this nature is 
much simpler than to raise them from 
the deep waters of the gulf. Armed with 
u long leaded polo u boatman can easily 
haul up tho sponges that he needs, and 
in tho coui'to of a day he could gather 
three times the quantity pulled up by 
tho regular sponge fishermen off the 
coast. The water is comparatively shal- 
low over the artificial beds, and not dis- 
turbed by tides, floating debris or winds. 
It is also very clear mid pellucid, so that 
one can see the bottom for a lonp dis- 
tance down. Occasionally one finds a 
sponge farm where deep sea sponges are 
cultivated, and it is necessary, then, to 
have a diver to gather them. Here again 
the work is mode easier. The diver runs 
no risk from sharks, tides or other ic- 
eonveniences that daily beset those oU 
the coast. 


Tho value of the sponge form increases 


every year despite the annual harvest 
that is taken therefrom. 
Tho new 


sponges are spreading until every square 
inch of tho bottom and sides of the pond 
are covered with young and old sponges. 
If no diseases or enemies get into the 
bed, the sponges will then yield enor- 
mous crops year after yeai-. The annual 
income from a good sized bed ranges 
from $1,000 to $10,000, according to its 
size, location and ago.—Philadelphia 
Times
